FIGHING FIRE; 


FACE, 
HANDS, ARMS 
ARE SEARED 


Jacob Wertz, West Lafay- 


ette, Is Hurt At Early 


Morning Blaze 


Smoke House, Meat and

Up In Smoke 


Jacob Wertz, CD years old, was se- 


verely 
burned on the face, 
head, 


hands and arms early Thursday morn- 
ing while fighting a fire which" com- 
pletely destoyed a smokehouse on the 
rear of his property in West Lafay- 
ette originating from 
a smouldering 


wood fire left in the building Wednes- 
tijay night for smoking meat. 


Mr. Wertz' eyes were injured by the 


flames but it cannot be determined at 
present whether the sight has been 
impaired Jjecause of the swollen con- 
dition of his face. 


Lawrence Mixer, a track walker em- 


ployed by the Pennsylvania railroad 
discovered the fire at 3 o'clock Thurs- 
day morning. The names were shoot- 
ing from every crack of the building 
and threatened to destroy several oth- 
er outbuildings surrounding the burn- 
ing structure. 
He gave the alarm 


which was responded to by the village 
fire, department. It was by their hard 
work that the surrounding buildings 
were saved but their efforts were use- 
less in attempting to extinguish the 
lire in the smoke house and the build- 
.ing burned to the ground,, including 
its contents which consisted of "meat, 
tools, several barrels of salt and other 
valuables. 


Mr. Wertz had been smoking meat 


in the building Wednesday. When he 
left the building in the evening he 
thought 
the fire was 
extinguished. 


The hot coals remaining, however, set 
fire to the floor of the building and 
after smouldering almost all 
night 


burst into (lame at S o'clock. Had the 
lire not. been discovered when it was 
several surrounding buildings would 
have burned. Two buildings standing 
near 
the destroyed 
structure were 


slightly damaged by tho fire. 


Mr. Wertz was one of the leaders 


of the fire-fighters. He went between 
the 
burning building and another 


building threatened. He remained too 
long in the face of the hot fire and 
when he staggered to the open bis 
face, head, hands and arms were a 


He was taken to his 
physician

Thursday morning his fare was 


horribly swollen. It is feared that the 
sight of one of tiie eyes may he af- 
fected but the exact extent of the in- 
juries will not be known until the
